1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 
t is difficult to describe the species of ap- 
prehension with which the English people 
are looking forward to the cruise of the 
Duke of York on board the first-class cruiser 
Crescent, on which he has already hoisted 
his pennant as Captain in command. Ever 
since the Duke married the betrothed of his 
dead brother there has prevailed a popular 
superstition to the effect that he was doomed 
to misfortune. 
For although in the Old Testament the 
chosen people of the Almighty are specially 
commanded to wed the widows of elder 
brothers in order to prevent the family from 
becoming extinct, yet in later times and 
especially among the masses of Catholic as 
well as Protestant nations, the marriage toa 
deceased brother’s widow is not only forbid- 
den by church as well as by law, but the 
conviction prevails that a curse rests upon 
the head of those who disobey this mandate. 
Indeed, the superstition is carried so far 
that the blight 4s stated to affect even men 
‘who marry the betrothed of their dead 
brothers, and one has only to recall the 
comment excited at the time when the late 
Czar married the Danish fiancée of his elder 
brother, Nicholas, in order to find the par- 
allel for the apprehensions that were ex- 
pressed at the moment when the Duke of 
York married Princess May, who, according 
to popular saying, had been “‘ made a widow 


without ever h@ving been a wife.” 


In the Duke’sinstance the superstition was 
intensified by the rumor that in order to wed 
Princess May he had put aside the charm- 
ing daughter of a popular British Admiral, 
a girl whom he had married secretly, and 
according to the laws of the church, but in 
defiance of the laws of the land, which forbid 
‘members of the reigning house to marry 
without the consent of the sovereign and 
Parliament, a girl therefore who was not 
only his wife in the eyes of God, but likewise 
the mother of his two children. 

The Princess of Wales, who, in spite of her 
strong religious convictions, and perhaps 
- Just on that account, is exceedingly super- 
stitious, viewed her son’s marriage with so 
much dread, and objected so strongly to the 
match, that she refused for a long time to 
have anything to do with her daughter-in- 
law, and in fact declined to hold any inter- 
‘course with her untifl her attitude developed 
into a matter of public comment and scan- 
dal, whereupon she yielded to the entreaties 
of her husband and of her mother-in-law, 
Queen Victoria, and showed hersgl to the 
people several times in the poems 1e same 
carriage as the Duchess of York. 

That the marriage has not turned out 
happily is a subject of common gossip in 
London and in foreign capitals. The Duch- 
ess invariably looks dissatisfied and unhap- 
py, while the Duke appears to prefer the 
society of his mother and of his sisters to 
that of his consort. Indeed, it is said that 
the present cruise of the Duke has been 
arranged in the hope that a short separation 
may improve relations that have been 
strained almost to the breaking point and 
render tolerable anintercourse that has be- 
come well-nigh impossible. 

Moreover, the Duke, instead of thriving 
physically since his marriage, has, on the 
contrary, become more and more frail in 
physique and delicate in health. His father, 
the Prince of Wales, is far from being a 
giant, being below rather than above the 
middle he'ght, and Inclined to what in the 
case of a less exalted personage would be de- 
scribed as stumpiness. 

But beside him, the Duke of York appears 
a perfect pigmy, and it is difficult to realize 
that the shrunken, one might almost say 
shriveled, Duke of York, with his worn and 
harassed face, with his rapidly developing 
baldness, his sloping shoulders, narrow 
chest, and general look of premature age, is 
the same bright, stalwart, and broad-shoul- 
dered Prince George of Wales who asa 
**middy ” and a sublieutenant was so noted 
throughout the navy for his athletic feats, 
for his successes as a boxer, and whose eyes, 
fairly glistening with mischief, were the 
windows to a mind of the most sunny and 
‘mirth-loving description. In fact, even to 
persons who have not seen him before his 
present appearance comes in the ratureofa 


shock. 


People have been watching and waiting for 
the inevitable curse which they are con- 
vinced hangs over him to come home, and 
there is a general impression that the hour 
of its realization is approaching. 

This belief is based on certain recent oc- 
currences which are regarded as ominous in 
the extreme. Thus, the other day, when the 
bells on the curfew tower on Windsor were 
being rung out tn honor of his birthday the 
tenor bell suddenly came to grief, its axle 
snapping in the middle. Had it not been for 
the massive open beams beneath the car- 
fllon there is no doubt there would have 
been a fatal accident. 

This bell is 300 years old, weighs over two 
tons, and dates from the reign of King 
James I. It is the first accident that has 
ever happened to it, and that it should have 
happened just on that particular day is re- 
garded as extremely significant. 

This mishap has been followed by the dis- 
aster In connection with the launching of 
the battleship Afbion, when not only the 
Duchess of York failed to break the bottle 
of. wine in christening the vessel, but the 
latter rushed Into the water with such rapid- 
ity as to create a species of wave which 
drowned some forty or fifty people. 

@ Unless I am much mistaken the Admiralty 
will experience considerable difficulty in 
manning this ship, sailors being even still 
more superstitious than ordinary folks, and 
always manifesting an almost invincible ob- 
jection to going to sea in a ship that has 
met with any kind of disaster at the time of 
its launching. 
Indeed, the now defunct Great Eastern, so 
familiar to people in this country in connec- 
tion with the services which it rendered asa 
cable laying vessel (although not a govern- 
ment ship), always experienced the utmost 
difficulty in securing a crew owing to the 
fact that its launch had been attended by a 
disaster. 

People are now asking what will be the 
third of the series of accidents that have 
occurred of late, and which have been inter- 
preted as ominous to the future of the Duke 
of York. 
It is feared that the next mishap—that is 
to say, the third and last of the series—will 
prove fatal to the Duke, and so firmly are 
seafaring men convinced of the fact that the 
Prince is a Jonah, that in spite of the ad- 
vantages which invariably accrue to officers 
as well as to men who participate in a royal 
cruise, or who serve under a royal Prince, 
great reluctance is being manifested among 
the blue jackets to join the Crescent. 
They do not hesitate to recall that the last

WILL CLOSE HOME FOR BLIND. 


Trustees Say They Have No Money to 
Maintain the State In- 
stitution. 


The IlNnois Industrial Home for the Blind, 
West Nineteenth street and Douglas Park 
boulevard, will be closed on July 15. The 
fifty-two inmates have been engaged in the 
manufacture of brooms. The factory will 
cease to operate tomorrow, and the fifteen 
days intervening till the home is abandoned 
were granted by the trustees to give the in- 
mates a chance to find new means of sup- 
port. 

Jacob H. Hopkins, secretary, and L. L. 
Smith, a member of the board, said the 
failure of the Legislature to grant a suf- 
ficient appropriation and by continual losses 
in the operation of the broom-making plant 
make closing necessary. 

“The board asked $50,000 a year ago and 
was given $30,000,"" said Mr. Hopkins. “‘Near- 
ly a third of the amount was required to pay 
back indebtedness, and but $8,000 was grant- 
ed for the maintainance of the home. Near- 
by $10,000 remains to the credit of the board, 
but it is tied up for specific uses.”’ 

L. L. Smith e@timated a loss of nearly $50 
for every 100 dozen brooms made. The in- 
mates were paid $1 a day for work and were 
charged $3 a week for board and rooms. 

Miss Belle Hyman, who was a member of 
the board until a year ago, said she would 
aid in having lawyers investigate the closing 
of the home. 

** Even if the factory is closed;” she said, 
“I do not see why the home cannot be kept 
up. It is not right to turm those helpless per- 
sons away from shelter. Many of them 
have mo relatives or friends. They must 
go to a poorhouse.” 

The home was opened about four years 
ago.

Six Leaders of the Attack on a Post 
Garrison in Turkestan Pub- - 
‘licly Hanged. 


St. Petersburg, June 29.—Chief Mahomed 
Ali Khalif and five other ringleaders of the 
attack recently made by 1,000 natives on a 
Russian post garrisoned by 300 infantry at 
the Town of Andijan, Province of Forghana, 
Turkestan, when twenty of the soldiers were 
killed and eighteen others wounded, have 
been publicly hanged. 

{Chief Ischan had summoned his followers to 
take part in a holy war and the attack was madé 
on the Ruesian garrison at the Town of Andijan. 
After a temporar@ defeat the soldiers rallied and 
succeeded in dispersing their assailants, killing 
eleven of them and capturing the ringleaders. 
An imperial decree was subsequently issued in 
connection with the outbreak, depriving the Gov- 
ernor of Forghana of his office for allowing an 
insurgent uprising to take place in his province.]
